“Aug. 2.3. . . . Our men came back 
mid said that at tile point where the 
valley Joined tile Meuse we could not 
get any further, as the villagers were 
shooting ut us from every house.

They 
were drawn up iii three ranks; the 
same shot did for three at ii time. 
. . . Tin* men had already shown 
their brutal instincts; . . . 
“The sight of tile bodies of all the 
Inhabitants who bad been shot wi»v 
Indescribable. 
Every house In the 
whole 
village 
was 
destroyed. 
We 
dragged the villagers one after an­ 
other out of the most unlikely corners. 
Tile men were shot as well as the 
women and children who were In the 
convent, since shots bud been tired 
from the convent windows; and we 
burnt it afterwards. 
“The inhabitants might 
have es­ 
caped the penalty by banding over the 
guilty and paying 15,000 francs. 
“The Inhabitants fired on our men 
Hguln. 
Tile 
division 
took 
drastic 
steps to stop tills, (lie villages being 
burnt and the inhabitants tieing shot. 
The 
pretty 
little 
village 
of 
Gin* 
d'Ossus, however, was apparently set 
on fire without cause. 
A cyclist fell 
ofT Ids machine mid ills rifle went otT. 
Ile Immediately said lie bud been stint 
at. 
All the inhabitants wen* burnt 
iii tin* houses. I hope there will be un 
more such horrors. 
“ Disgrace to O u r Arm y.” 
“Af Leppe apparently 200 men were 
•diot. There must have been some in- 
nneent men among them. 
In future 
we shall have to hold an inquiry as 
to 
their guilt 
instead of shooting 
them. 
“ In the evening we marched to 
Maubert-Fontaine, .fust us we were 
having our meal the alarm was sound­ 
ed—everyone Is very Jumpy. 
“September 3. 
Still at Bethel, on 
guard over prisoners. . . . The houses 
are charming inside. The middle class 
in France has magnificent furniture. 
We found stylish pieces everywhere 
aud beautiful silk, but in what a state 
. . . Good God! . . . Every bit of 
furniture broken, 
mirrors 
smashed. 
The 
Vandals themselves could 
not 
have done more damage. 
This place 
is a disgrace to our army. 
Tho In­ 
habitants who fled could not have ex- 
Imeted, of course, that ail their goods 
would have been left intact after so 
ninny troops had passed. 
But tho col­ 
umn commanders are responsible for 
die greater part of the damage, as 
they could have prevented tho looting 
aud destruction. Tho damage amounts 
to millions of murks; even tho safes 
have been attacked. 
“In u solicitor’s house, in which, as 
luck would have it, all was in excel­ 
lent taste, including a collection of 
old lace aud Eastern works of art, 
everything was smashed to tilts. 
“I could not resist taking a little 
memento myself here and there. . . . 
One bouse was particularly elegant, 
everything in the best taste. The hall 
was of light oak; I found a splendid 
raincoat under the Bt a I roil se and a 
camera for Felix.” 
(From the diary 
of an officer in the One Hundred 
Se von ty-eight ti regiment, Twelfth Sax­ 
on corps,) 
But his horror apparently was not 
shared by tin* Gorman commander in 
cjilef, us Is evident from the follow­ 
ing : 
"O rder. 
“To the People of Liege. 
“The population of Anderun*, after 
making a display of peaceful Inten­ 
tions toward our troops, attacked them 
in the most treacherous manner. Wit ti 
my authorization, the general com­ 
manding these troops has reduced the 
town to usin g and lias bud I IO persons 
shot.- 
“I bring this fact to the knowledge 
of the people of Liege in order that 
they may know what fate to expect 
should they adopt a similar altitude. 
“Liege, 22d August, 1014. 
“GENERAL VON BUELOW.” 
Brand W hitlock W rites of Massacres. I would make pi 
Iii ids report of September 12, 1017, and think twice 
to the secretary of state, Minister 
Whitlock has much to tell of the pol­ 
icy of frightfulness. 
The following 
passages refer to the subject of mas­ 
sacres : 
“Summary executions took place (at 
Dinunt) without the leust semblance 
of judgment. The names aud number 
of the victims are not known, but they 
must be numerous. 
I have been un­ 
able to obtain precise details In tills 
respect and the number of persons 
who have fled is unknown. Among thfl 


persons who were shot are: Mr. De- 
foin, 
mayor 
of 
Dinnut; 
Sasserath, 
first alderm an; Nirmner. aged seven­ 
ty: Consul for the Argentine Republic 
Victor Poneelet, who was executed in 
the presence of his wife arid seven 
children; Wusseige and his two sons; 
Messrs. Gustave and Leon 
Nicaise, 
I two very old men; .filles Mullin and 
others all shot in tile cellar of their 
I brew ery; Mr. Camille IMstte and son, 
i aged seventeen; Pliililppurt Piedfort, 
jills wife and daughter; Miss Marsig- 
ny. 
During the execution of about 
' forty Inhabitants of Dinunt tin* Ger­ 
mans placed before tho condemned 
I their wives and children. 
It is thus 
that Madam Albin who bad just given 
birth to a child, three days previously, 
was brought on a mattress by German 
soldiers to witness tin* execution of 
her husband; li**r cries and supplica­ 
tions were so pressing that lier hus­ 
band's life was spared.” 
“On the 20th of August German sol­ 
diers entered various streets (of Lou­ 
vain) and ordered Hie inhabitants of 
tin* bouses to proceed to tie* I’lace de 
in Station, where the bodies of nearly 
a dozen assassinated persons were ly­ 
ing. 
Women and children were sepa­ 
rated from Hie men and forced to re­ 
main on the Place de la Station dur­ 
ing the whole day. 
They had to wit­ 
ness the execution of many of their 
fellow citizens, who were for the most 
part shot at tin* side of the square, 
near tin* house of .Mr. Ilernuide. 
The 
women and children, after having re­ 
mained on the square for more than 
lo hours, were allowed to depart. The 
Gardes Civiques of Louvain were also 
taken prisoners and sent to Germany, 
to the camp of Munster, where they 
were held for several weeks. 
“On Thursday, August 27, order was 
given to the inhabitants to leave Lou- 
viiiti because the city was to be bom­ 
barded. 
old men, women, children, 
the sick, priests, nuns, were driven on 
the roads like cattle. 
More than 10,- 
000 of the inhabitants were driven as 
far as Tirlcinont, nearly 12 miles from 
Louvain. 
Infants Shot In M others’ Arm s. 
“One of the most sorely tried com­ 
munities was thai of the little village 
of Tumbles, down in what is known 
as the Bo rf tinge, the coal fields near 
Charleroi. 
Tninines Is a mining vil­ 
lage In the Kniiihre; it is a collection 
of small cottages sheltering about 5,- 
OOO Inhabitants, mostly ail poor labor­ 
ers. 
“Tin* little graveyard ill which the 
church .stands bears Its mute testi­ 
mony to the horror of the event. There 
are hundreds of new-made graves, eaeli 
with Its small wooden cross and Its 
bit of flowers; the crosses are so close­ 
ly buddled that there is scarcely room 
to walk between them.

“Hut whether their bands were cut 
off or not, whether they were impaled 
on bayonets or not, children were shot 
down, by military order, In cold blood. 
Iii the aw ful crime of the Rock of Bay­ 
ard, there overlooking tile Meuse be­ 
low Dinunt, infants in their toothers’ 
arms were shot down without mercy. 
The deed, never surpassed lit cruelty 
by any band of savages, is described 
by the bishop of Namur himself: 
“ 'One scene surpasses In horror nil 
others; It 
is the fusillade of 
the 
Rocher Bayard near Ditutnt. 
It ii| h 
Itears to have been ordered by Colonel 
Moister. 
Tills fusillade made many 
victims among the nearby parishes, 
especially those of des Rlvages aud 
Wife. 
It caused the death of nearly 
'.Mi persons, without dis4inctlon of age 
or sex. 
Among Hie victims were ba­ 
llies in artus, boys and girls, fathers 
and mothers of families, even old 
men. 
Dead Children in Pile of Bodies. 
“ ’It 
w h s t h e r e t h a t 12 c h ild r e n u n d e r 
t h e age o f six p e r i s h e d from t h e tire 
of t h e executioners, six of t h e m a s 


t h e y la y in th e ir m o t hem * a r m s : 
“ ‘The child Flevet, three weeks old, 
“ 'Maurice Boletus, eleven months 
ald. 
“ 'Nelly Bullet, eleven months old. 
*' ‘Hilda Gemm, eighteen months old. 
“ 'Hilda Mu rebut, two years old. 
“ T ia ra Struvuy, two years and six 
months. 
“ T h e pile of bodies comprised also 
many children from six to fourteen 
years. 
Eight large families have en­ 
tirely disappeared. 
Four have but one 
survivor. 
Those men that escaped 
death-—mid many of whom were rid­ 
dled with bullets—were obliged 
to 
bury in a summary and hasty fashion 
their fathers, mothers, brothers or sis­ 
ters; then after having been relieved 
of their money and being placed in 
chains they were sent to Cassel (Prus­ 
sia).' ’’ 
Mr. Hugh Gibson, the secretary of 
our legation in Belgium, visited Lou­ 
vain during its systematic destruction 
Ivy the Germans, 
in “A Journal From 
Our Legation in Belgium.” New York. 
RHT, pages 104-105, he relates what 
tin* German officers told tiiiii: 
“ it was a story of clearing out civil­ 
ians from a large part of the town, u 
systematic routing out of men from 
cellars and garrets, wholesale shoot 
lugs, the generous use of 
guns, and the free application of the 
torch—the 
whole 
story 
enough 
to 
make vine see red. 
And for our guid­ 
ance it was impressed on us that this 
pie respect Germany 
about resisting her.” 
German pastors and professors far 
from the excitement of the tiring have 
defended this policy of frightful new, 
e. g.: 
“ We are not only compelled to ac­ 
cept the war that is forced upon us 
. . . but are even compelled to curry 
on this war with a cruelty, a ruthless­ 
ness, an employment of every Imagin­ 
able device, unknown In any previous

In giving to the American people, 
the, knowledge of German in h u m a n ­ 
ity in B elgium , says a pam phlet is­ 
sued by the committee on public, in­ 
formation. 
the evidence 
is drawn 
mainly from German a nd American 
sources. 
T h e German sources in­ 
clude 
official 
proclamations 
and 
other official utterances, letters and 
diaries of German soldiers, a nd quo­ 
tations 
from 
German 
newspapers. 
The “Buies for Bield S e rvice" of the 
German a rm y advises each soldier 
to keep such a diary while on active 
service. 
In the wars waged in ancient times 
it was taken for granted that cou­ 
ntered peoples might be either killed, 
tortured, or held as slaves; that their 
property would In* taken and that their 
lands would be devastated. 
“ Vue vio­ 
lin!—woe to th** conquered!” 
For two 
centuries or more there has been a 
steady advance In introducing Ideas of 
Immunity and especially in confining 
the evils of warfare to the combatants. 
rile ideul seemed to have become so 
thoroughly established as a part of In­ 
ternational law that the powers at The 
Hague thought It sufficient merely to 
state the general principles In Article. 
XLV! of the regulations: “Family hon­ 
ors and rights, the lives of persons 
m d private property, as well as re­ 
ligious convictions ami practice, must 
la* respected. 
Private property cannot 
he confiscated.” 
Germany, in common 
with 
the 
other 
powers, 
solemnly 
pledged her faith to keep this article, 
but lier military leaders had no Inten­ 
tion of doing so.

trained in tin* ideas voiced by Gen. von 
Hnrtinunn 40 years ago: 
‘T errorism 
is seen to be a relatively gentle pro­ 
cedure, useful to keep the masses of 
the people in a stute of obedience.” 
rids had been Bistnurok’s policy, too. 
According to Moritz Busch. Bismark’* 
biographer. Bismarck, exasperated by 
the French resistance, which w’«s still 
continuing in January, 1M71, said: 
“If in flu* territory which we occupy. 
we cannot supply everything for our 
troops, from time to time we shall senti

Every one was shot or 
taken prisoner, and the houses were 
burnt. 
The prisoners were made to 
march and keep up with th** troops.”

son should employ more servants than 
are absolutely necessary.

wehr infantry.) 
“At ten o’clock In tho evening the 
first battalion of the One hundred and 
Seventy-eighth marched down the steep 
incline Into the burning village to the 
burning village to the north of Dtnant. 
A terrific spectacle of ghastly beauty, 
u triune I At the *n**»nce to the village lay about 
fifty dead civilian*, shot for having 
fired upon our troops from ambush. In 
the course of the night many others 
were also shot, so that we counted over 
200. 
Women and children, lamp in 
hand, were forced to look on at the 
horrible scene. 
We ate our rice later 
in tile midst of the corpses, for we had 
had nothing since morning. 
When we 
searched the houses we found plenty 
of wine and spirit, but no eatables. 
Captain Ilam ann was drunk.” 
(This 
last phrase In shorthand.)

diary of Private PhP.ipp of the One 
Hundred and Seventy-eighth feglment 
of infantry.

Writing from Belgium in 1916 Irwin 
S. Cobb said: 
“Briefly what I saw was this: I taw

of Liege became mutinous.

ished. Bi soldiers shot. Tile .sights here 
make you cry. 
“On the 23nl of August everything 
quiet. The inhabitants lune so far 
given in. Seventy students wore shot. 
200 kept prisoners. 
Inhabitants re­ 
turning to Liege. 
“August 24. At noon with 30 men on 
sentry duty. Sentry duty Is A I. no post 
allocated to me. Our occupation, apart 
from bathing, is eating and drinking. 
We live like God In Belgium.” (From 
tin* diary of .Toh. van der Sellout, re­ 
servist of the Tenth company. Thirty- 
ninth reserve infantry regiment, Sev­ 
enth reserve army corps.) 


“ Behaved Like Vandals.” 
“ August 17. 
In the afternoon I had 
ti look at the little chateau belonging 
to one of the king's secretaries (not ai 
home). 
o u r men had behaved like 
regular vandals. 
They had looted the 
cellar first, and tlu*n they had turned 
their attention to the bedrooms and 
thrown things about all over the place. 
They had even made fruitless effort 
to smash the safe open. 
Everything 
was 
topsy-turvy—magnificent 
fund- I 
ture, silk, ami even china. T hat’s what 
happens when the men are allowed to I 
requisition for themselves. 
I am min* 
they must have taken uwuv a heap of 
us* less stutY simply for the pleasure of 
looting.” 
“August Oth crossed frontier. Inhab­ 
itants on border very good to us and 
give us many things. There is no dif­ 
ference noticeable. 
“Angust 23rd, Sunday (between Iiir- 
nal aud Dinunt, village of Disonge). 
At ll o'clock the order comes to ad­ 
vance after the artillery has thorough- 
up prepared the ground ahead 
The 
Pioneers and Infantry regiment 
ITS 
were marching In front of us. 
Near 
a small village the lutter were fired on 
tty the Inhabitants. 
About 220 Inhab­ 
itants were shot and tile village was 
burnt—artillery is continuously shoot­ 
ing—the village lies in a large ravine, 
.lust now, six o’clock in the afternoon, 
the crossing of the Mans begins near 
Dimwit 
. 
. 
. 
All villages, chateaux. 
and houses are burnt down during this 
night. 
It was a beautiful sight to sis* 
the fires all round us in the distance. 
“August 24.—In every village one 
finds only heaps of ruins and many 
dead.”
